Th# third terrifio * gale o f tha week ripped o ut o f the no rthwest 
to night headed eastward, 
The sto rm was acco mpanied by high winds, sno w and rain. 
Temperatures dro pped far belo w zero in the Dako tas, Minneso ta, 
Co lo rado and Nebraska, where the gale raged thro ugho ut the day . 
Transpo rtatio n sy stems were badly crippled. 
Trains were running 
ho urs late. 
Sev eral were repo rted stalled in sno w drifts. 
Wiro co mmunicatio n was paraly zed. 
Many to wns were cut o ff 
fro m the o utside wo rld. 
Lo ss in liv esto ck was repo rted heav y in sectio ns o f Wy o ming and 
Nebraska. 
The sto rm mo v ed into Kansas and Io wa to night. It was mo v ing 
rapidly eastward. 
Denv er and fueblo suffered heav ily fro m the high winds which 
acco mpanied the gale. 
Sev eral buildings were unro o fed. Street car 
traffic was blo cked. 
All freight trains o n the Unio n Pacific between Denv er, Omaha 
and Chey enne were annulled. 
One man was killed near Denv er, when he failed to see a train, 
bcause o f the blinding sno w. 
St. Paul repo rted the co ldest St. Patricks Day in the histo ry o f 
Minneso ta and the Dako tas. 
Temperatures ranged fro m 15 to 20 be­ 
lo w zero . 
Fifty-o ne Perso ns were killed and hu ndreds inju red in the three 
sto rm s which swept the co u ntry du ring the week.
